Wicomico County - Alcoholic Beverages - Licensesand Open Containers

FOR the purpose of authorizing the Board of License Commissionerstoissue a

caterer'slicense to aholder of a Class B restaurant or hotel (on-sale) beer and
wine license; authorizing the Board to issue a special festival license for
participation in a beer festival on anonlicensed premises in the county;
specifying the qualifications, scope, fee, and timerestriction for a special festival
license; requiring that the products to be displayed and sold by a special festival
license holder be of a certain type; authorizing the Board to adopt certain
regulations and to designate the number of times that a special festival license
may beissued; providing that a special festival license holder isnot prohibited
from holding another al cohalic beverages license; specifying that certain licenses
issued in the county are not subject to certain writs or adigtraint for rent;
prohibiting a person from possessing an alcoholic beverage in an open container
whilein certain areasin Wicomico County unless authorized; making stylistic
changes; and generaly relating to al coholic beverages in Wicomico County.

14 provide alcohalic beverages at events that are held off the Class B restaurant or hotel

15 (on-sale) beer, wine and liquor license premises.

16 (e The holder shall provide food as well as alcoholic beverages for
17 consumption at the catered event.

18 Q) A holder may exercise the privileges under thislicense only during the
19 hoursand days that are permitted in this article for a Class B restaurant or hotel
20 (on-sale) beer, wine and liquor license.

21 (9) This section does not require a holder of an existing Class B restaurant or
22 hotel (on-sale) beer, wine and liquor license to have a caterer's license for catering on
23 the premisesthat is covered by the Class B license.

3 THE HOURS DESIGNATED FOR THE BEER FESTIVAL.

11 J) THIS SECTION DOES NOT PROHIBIT THE HOLDER OF THE LICENSE FROM
12 HOLDING ANOTHER ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES LICENSE OF A DIFFERENT CLASS OR
13 NATURE.

14 (K) THE BOARD MAY ADOPT REGULATIONS TO CARRY OUT THIS SECTION.

6 by the owner of the establishment;

7 (2 On an adjacent parking area or other outside area of any other retail
8 establishment, unless authorized by the owner of the establishment; or

9 3 In any parked vehicle located on any of the places enumerated in this
10 section, unless authorized.
